O R D E R

on April 9, 1992, Ridgelea Investments Sewer District
("Ridgelea") filed a copy ¢of its disconnect notice which is sent
to customers whose accounts are past due. The notice states that
if the balance is not paid, the customer's water service will be
disconnected and a $35 reconnection fee will be added to the
customer's bill.

Ridgelea has a contract with Bullock Pen Water District
{"Bullock Pen") to include its monthly rate on Bullock Pen's water
bills. If a customer's sewer bill becomes delincuent, Bullock Pen
will disconnect the customer's water service. The contract
between Ridgelea and Bullock Pen has not been approved by the
Commiasion,

The Commission finds that, pursuant to KRS 278.190, further
proceedings are necessary in order to determine the reasonableness
of the proposed tariff.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The proposed tariff f£iling of Ridgelea be and it hereby
is suspended for five months from May 8, 1992 up to and including
October 7, 1992.



2. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Commigsion
from entering a final decision in this case pricr to the
termination of the suspension period.
